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FY 2009 Foreign Assistance Goals 

The proliferation of weapons of mass destruction (WMD) to states of concern, non-state actors, and 
terrorists is a direct and urgent threat to United States and international security. The Bureau of 
International Security and Nonproliferation (ISN) leads the Department's efforts to prevent the 
spread of WMD — whether nuclear, biological, chemical, or radiological — and their delivery systems, 
and the acquisition or development of such weapons capabilities by states of concern and terrorists. 
The Bureau's foreign assistance programs are vital tools in this effort. ISN uses these programs to 
strengthen foreign government and international capabilities to deny access to WMD and related 
materials, expertise, equipment, and technologies; destroy WMD and secure WMD-related materials; 
strengthen strategic trade and border controls worldwide; and enhance foreign government and 
international capabilities and cooperation to counter terrorist acquisition or use of weapons or 
materials of mass destruction. 

This Performance Plan and Report covers three of ISN's six foreign assistance programs aimed at 
preventing the proliferation of WMD: the Nonproliferation and Disarmament Fund (NDF), the 
Export Control and Related Border Security Program (EXBS), and the Weapons of Mass 
Destruction Terrorism program. 

Highlights of FY 2009 Accomplishments 



Nonproliferation and Disarmament Fund 

Mandated by statute and armed with "no year" money and broad "notwithstanding" authority, the 
Nonproliferation and Disarmament Fund negotiates, finances, and implements vetted projects to 
take advantage of unanticipated, often fast-breaking opportunities for tackling global 
nonproliferation threats. 

Programs discussed in this publication are funded through the Department of State. The U.S. Agency for International 
Development does not currently provide direct assistance to ISN. 
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NDF often acts as a first responder until other funding or programs are established. NDF destroys 
existing weapons and their means of delivery, and establishes programs for safeguarding nuclear, 
radiological, chemical, or biological weapons from proliferation risk. In FY 2009, NDF negotiated 
and provided funding and project management expertise to stem the flow of destabilizing 
conventional weapons into sensitive areas of the Middle East. NDF also worked in the former 
Soviet Union to eliminate SCUD missile systems. Until April 2009, NDF was providing the vast 
majority of United States funding for the disablement of North Korea's three major plutonium 
facilities. This work was interrupted when U.S. inspectors were asked by Pyongyang to leave in the 
political fallout that followed North Korea's April 2009 missile test and subsequent nuclear test. 

Export Control and Related Border Security 

The Export Control and Related Border Security program is at the frontline of the Bureau's effort to 
prevent proliferation. It assists key countries, notably existing and potential proliferation source, 
transit, and transshipment states, to strengthen their strategic trade and border security controls and 
thus their capabilities to detect and interdict illicit transfers of strategic items, radioactive materials, 
and other WMD components, as well as man-portable air-defense systems and other conventional 
weapons at their borders and ports. EXBS activities focus on capacity building through licensing, 
legal, and regulatory workshops; industry outreach; and interagency coordination. The EXBS 
program provides assistance to over 66 partner countries. While the EXBS program is centrally 
planned and implemented by the ISN Bureau, U.S. assistance is primarily provided through country 
programs, and U.S. bilateral programs are reported by the concerned embassies. The EXBS Global 
Account, which is the subject of this Performance Report, funds a variety of activities in support of 
the overall EXBS program including a major annual international conference, support of a special 
automated licensing system deployed to over 20 countries, equipment maintenance and repair, and 
general program administration and support. The largest portion of Global Account funding is for 
the global network of 22 permanent EXBS in-country advisors, 3 temporary duty advisors, and 34 
Foreign Service national staff in a total of 30 countries. By maintaining personnel in these countries, 
the EXBS program is able to assess the export control and border security weaknesses firsthand, and 
deliver the programs to address them. 

Weapons of Mass Destruction Terrorism 

The Weapons of Mass Destruction Terrorism program, first authorized in FY 2009, will undertake 
projects to improve international capabilities to prevent, prepare for, and respond to a terrorist 
attack involving WMD. Its primary objective is to support the Global Initiative to Combat Nuclear 
Terrorism (GICNT), a 2006 United States-Russian initiative aimed at strengthening international 
cooperation and collaboration in combating nuclear terrorism. In the 3 years of its existence, the 
GICNT has expanded to 76 partner nations, held 5 senior level political meetings, created an 
internet-based information portal for members, developed a comprehensive Program of Work for 
all members, and established an Exercise Planning Group. In FY 2009, GICNT partners conducted 
14 seminars, workshops, and exercises to help implement GICNT principles. In FY 2009, the ISN 
Bureau began work on two contracts. The first one was to support the planning and management 
of the U.S. Incentive Program for GICNT members, to ensure that all partner nations actively 
participate in GICNT activities. Under this program, the United States will pay for less-capable 
partners to attend a Global Initiative Plenary Meeting or other activity, and in return, the recipient 
will commit to hold a GICNT activity within a year. The second contract was for an internet-based 
catalogue to track and coordinate Department and interagency activities related to nuclear and 
radiological foreign capacity building in order to improve coordination and avoid gaps and 
duplication of effort. 
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
